1* The interrogation or Major General ONODERA was begun on 6 May 1946* 

It has taken place at Sugamo Prison, and has been conducted by the undersized* 

General ONODERA 1 3 knowledge oi German has made it possible for him to be questioned 
in that language without the use of an interpreter* However, the services of an 
interpreter will be required during the final stages. 

' 2. Though rsticent to begin with. General ONODERA has been increasingly 

cooperative and at the date or writing, his spirit can be described as go°4* 

There fo llo w brief notes on the more important information whicn he 

has given: 

a. Missis » ONODERA has confirmed that his chief mission was to 
obtain intelligence on the USSR and that hia training and career have been 
centered on Russia. He has described his method or obtaining this material 

from organizations in Finland, Poland, and the Baltic countries, ana has given details 
as to codes and other intelligence obtained. 

b. Finnish Intelligence Servic e: He has conf irmed the purchase of allied 

codes from RAILALAA in 1945, and nas stated iurtner that he financed the Finnlsn 
refugee crypto-analytical group with 5 00 >000 kronen. 

c. Swedish Intellig en ce Service : ONODERA says that ne exchange intelli- 

gence with the Swedish IntaLligenc e Servic e while Uolonkl^ L DgRCRE UTZ was in com- 
mand. This ceased early in 1942 and from that tide on, his contact's were personal. 

His most fruitful source of information was ^jor)C.’)()FCTERS£N from whoa he ob- 
tained the report on allied order of battle on the wCSterntront dated 22 February 
1946, which was mentioned by XRA2&ER

d. Polish Intelligence Service: ONODERA has conf irmed what was already 
known of the activities of faloSpS lCK I alias Peter fcVANOW , ONODERA stated that 
he had the closest relationship witiithe Polish Services throughout the war. After 
the surrender of Japan, dolpnelj Felii^|i3iiRZE3K\VIN3Kl contacted him on behalf of 
£oxque iJfGKMO and oxiorea ium fdnds mu protection in c^so he was not on good terms 
witn~the new Japanese government. Yfhen ae was interviewed by Colonel G0DEFR0Y in 
Naples, the latter snowed him a lette r fr om Colonel GAN0 again offering any help 

he might need and recccimending5gQf|^|« french services. l/J

Xu- “ | 

vestigation has revealed that he disembarked from the repatriation ship the "Plus j 

Ultra” at Colombo, Ceylon, because of the illness of his daughter. On IB Kay 1946, ! 

a despatch was sent by this headquarters to Delhi, India, requesting information 

as to ENOMOTO's whereabouts, and asking for his speedy return to Japan, as no 
answer was received, a further despatch requesting an iomediate reply was sent to 
the British authorities in India by the Military Adviser to the British Embassy, Tokyq : 
on 27 Kay 1946. 

5. The cooperation of this neadquarters in this investigation has been whole- 
hearted and complete. It has been possible to carry out the interrogation of Gen- 
eral ONODERA under ideal conditions* It is expected that the investigation will 

be terminated and final report prepared before the end of June.
